Ginter discloses sending the license parameters over a network to the licensing host (Figure 2 electronic content hightway) 

As for applicant's argument that Ginter does not disclose that the VDE communicates with the content over a network, the Examiner 
asserts that no system communicates with the content. One does not communicate with content, but one does communicate with the 
content creator or user or with the clearing house. One cannot communication with actual content, ie, music, video. Also, applicant is 
directed to Figure 2 for this limitation. 

Ginter discloses receiving over a network that runs on a browser program (paragraph 2238) 
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
